yard high... When they alighted on 
the trees their weight was so great 
that not only big limbs and branches 
of the size of a man’s thigh were 
broken. straight off, but less firmly 
rooted trees broke down completely 
under the load. 

“As socn as they had devoured the 
acorns and other seeds which served 
them as food, and which generally 
lasted for a few days, they moved to 
another place.” 

Mr, Katm told of a sea cantain that
